Fails to Show Improvement 


In Post-Operative Period

LOS ANGELES 
(AP) - 
Sen. 


Robert F. Kennedy remained in 
extremely critical condition Wed- 
nesday, failing to show any im- 
provement 12 hours after surgeons 
removed from his brain all but a 
fragment of a bullet police said 


was fired by a mysterious young 
gunman with a Jordanian heritage. 


"Sen. Kennedy's condition is still 


described as extremely critical as 
to life," the senator's press secre- 
tary, Frank Mankiewicz, told news- 
men. 


"The team of physicians attend- 


ing Sen. Robert Kennedy," Man- 
kiewicz said in a brief state- 


ment, "Is concerned over his 
continuing failure to show im. 
provement during the post-oper- 
ative period." 


But the press aide, answering 


questions some 17 hours after 
Kennedy was cut down in a Los 
Angeles hotel, would not say 
Kennedy's condition is deterio- 
rating. 


"We felt it would be appropri- 


ate at this point," he said, "to 
stress 
the critical condition 


related to survival during this 
period as well as to the period 
beyond." 


Mankiewicz said although 


"there might have been some 
change," he thought Kennedy's 
life signs — pulse, breathing, 
blood pressure — were still 
good. 
Earlier, Kennedy underwent a 
series of medical tests at Good 
Samaritan Hospital. Then, too, 
they showed no measurable 1m. 
provement. 


The man accused of the shoot- 


Ing was captured on the spot, 
and identified hours later as Sir. 
ban Bishar a Sirhan, 24, a Jorda- 
nian native-of Jerusalem,-who 
has lived in nearby Pasadena, 
Calif., since boyhood. 


A team of brain surgeons op- 


erated for 3 hours and 40 min- 
utes, striving to save the life of 
the New York senator, brother 
of the assassinated President 
John F. Kennedy. Robert was 
gunned down at the moment of 
his greatest victory in the Call, 
fornia primary as he cam. 
paigned for the White House. 


His wife, Ethel, kept vigil in a 


hospital room near that in 
which her wounded 42.year.old 
husband was under intensive 
care at Good Samaritan Hospi- 
tal. 


The accused assailant was 


hospitalized, too. Police said he 
was under maximum security in 
a hospital ward at LOS Angeles 


County Central Jail.

LBJ Names Commission 
To Look Into Violence 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi. 


dent Johnson, calling on the na- 
tion to "put an end to violence 
— and to the preaching of vio- 
lence," named a special com. 
mission Wednesday night to 
search for ways to "eliminate 
the cause of these aberrations." 


1 The President went on radio 


and television to declare he was 
"shocked and dismayed" by the 
critical wounding of Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy in Los Angeles. He 
said he is "as deeply disturbed 
as you are by lawlessness and 
violence In our 
country—of 


which this tragedy is the latest 
spectacular example." 


He said 200 million Americans 


did not strike Kennedy any 
more than they struck down 
President John F. Kennedy in 
1963 or Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. in April, "but those awful 
events gave us ample warning." 


"In a climate of extremism, 


or disrespect for law, or con- 


tempt for the rights of others, 
violence may bring down the 
very best among us," Johnson 
said. 


"And a nation that tolerates 


violence in any form cannot ex. 
pect to be able to confine it to 
minor outbursts." 


Johnson said, "We cannot, we 


must not tolerate the sway of vi- 
olent men among us. We must 
not permit those filled with 
hatred, and careless of innocent 
lives, to dominate our streets 
and fill our homes with fear. 


"We cannot sanction the ap. 


peal of violence no matter 
what its cause, no matter what 
the grievance from which It 
springs. 


"There Is never— never— any 


justification for violence that 
tears at the fabric of our nation, 
al life: That inspires such fear 
in peaceful citizens that they 
arm themselves with deadly

and indeed, most of the world is appalled and 
shocked at the tragic event that struck Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy. The following are six typi- 
cal reactions by local residents, who represent 
a cross section of the area.

They coddle the criminal, making 
the job of protecting the general public as well 
as dignitaries, from this criminal element, 
very difficult."

thing had happened to his brother.

politically I disagreed with Sen. Kennedy, I 
respected his right to express his opinions."

pastor of the First Church of God, said: "I 
am appalled by this tragic event and find it 
difficult to understand how man can have such 
little respect for human life. I just can't under- 
stand man's unhumanity to man. I was reared

wife, said: "I cried all day after hearing the 
news this morning.

HARRISBURG (AP) — The 


General Assembly, staggered 
by the attempt on the life of U. 
S. Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, re- 
stricted its activity to a bare 
minimum Wednesday and then 
promptly adjourned for the 
week. 


A special five-man Senate 


subcommittee reported, how- 
ever, that it had reached agree- 
ment on Shafer administratica 
amendments to the 
House, 


passed aid to nonpublic school 
bill. 


And before the Senate quit un- 


til 
Monday, Appropriations 


Chairman George N. Wade, R- 
Cumberland, put Gov. Shafer's 
$1.9 billion budget before the 
chamber by introducing another 
60 money bills valued at $242.1 
million. 


The introduction came two 


days after Wade had presented 
a $1.66 billion general appropri- 
ation bill which covers 80 per 
cent of state government spend, 
ing; The measure was advanced 
into position for a final vote and 
then returned to Wade's com- 
mittee for amendments. 


Legislative leaders in both 


chambers reacted in shock and 
dismay to the news that Ken- 
nedy had been critically wound- 
ed in Los Angeles moments 
after he had claimed victory in 
California's presidential pri. 
mary election. 


"None of us has any real 


words to express our shock and 
amazement at what has happen- 
ed," declared House Majority 
Leader Lee A. Donaldson, R- 
Allegheny.

agreed to Shafer's plan of fi- 
nancing aid to private and pa- 
rochial schools initially with; 
$4.3 million in harness racing 
revenue. 


They also were in accord with 


the governor's proposal to shift 
the financial burden to flat rac- 
ing revenue when it reaches $10 
million. 


The House bill would empow- 


er the state to reimburse non- 
profit sectarian schools for the 


cost of teaching modern foreign 
languages, physical science, 
mathematics and physical edu- 
cation. 


The House version would have 


funded the aid by setting aside 
each year 15 per cent of the 
state's cigarette tax collections, 
estimated at $27 million for the 
first year. 


The five-member subcommit 


tee, which is to report back to 
the full Senate Appropriations 
Committee Monday, also is 
working on a plan which would 
have the aid based on the cost 


to nonpublic schools of teach, 
ers' salaries, textbooks and oth. 
er instructional supplies. 


The money would be pro-rated 


on the basis of available funds. 
Under this formula, if available 
funds amounteff to 25 per cent 
of the nonpublic school costs, all 
nonpublic schools would be re- 
imbursed In this ratio. 


The appropriation bills Intro- 


duced by Wade included $150.9 
million for Pennsylvania's state- 
related universities and state- 
aided private colleges and med- 


ical schools. 


The three state-related univer. 


sittes came in for: Pennsylva. 
nia State University, $59.2 mil- 
lion; Pittsburgh, $32 million; 
and Temple, $31.4 million. 


Other major measures were;

Shafer Calls Incident *An Unconscionable Tragedy9 


PHILADELPHIA 
(AP) — 


Shock and horror, mixed with 
fervent prayers for recovery, 
were expressedby Pennsylvani- 
ans Wednesday in the wake of 
the sudden and senseless shoot- 
ing of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy 
which Gov. Raymond P. Shafer 
called "an unconscionable trag* 
edy." 


It brought renewed demands, 


immediately, for quick enact, 
ment of stronger laws to con- 
trol guns—and for tougher jus- 
tice for criminals. 


Mayor James H. J. Tate of 


Philadelphia, the state's biggest 
city where strong police meas- 
ures have kept the lid on racial 
violence, said, "I am deeply 
shocked — this kind of thing 
should not happen in America." 


Butitdid, In California, with- 


in sight and sound of thousands 
of Kennedy Democrats in a 
crowded hotel — and almost 
within view and hearing of mil. 
lions over television and radio. 


"It is regrettable that the 


Kennedy family has to pay this 
kind of price for seeking public 
office," said Tate, a Democrat 
who is president of the U<S. 
League of Cities. 


In the Keystone State, offi- 
cials had to be awakened before 
dawn to be told the tragedy, and 
their first sleepy words were at 
the horror at the unwanted vio- 
lence. 


Shafer was in a Philadel- 


phia hotel, where he had spent 


the night after appearing on a 
national television news pro- 
gram to comment on the Cali- 
fornia primary. He told of his 
determination to keep the Penn- 
sylvania delegation solid behind 
his "favorite son" candidacy. 


Would Shafer now press for 


passage of a new gun control 
law now before the legislature? 


"Laws will help but the prin- 


cipal way to end this kind of 
thing is in the hearts and minds 
of individuals," said the gover. 
nor. 


"We are interested in upgrad- 


ing our laws in this area to 
make it as difficult as possible 
to see actions like this occur." 


State Rep. Herbert Fineman, 


a Philadelphia Democrat who Is 
sponsoring the tougher bill, 
said, "This sad event again 
points up the almost desperate 
need for regulation of guns. 


"Gun control legislation must 


be made a part of our system 
of law to prevent America from 
turning itself into an armed 
camp," said Fineman, pledging 
to fight harder to overcome op- 
position of sportsmen's groups. 


State Supreme Court Justice 


Michael A. Musmanno, an old 
Kennedy friend, said the shoot' 
ing Is further proof at what he 
called "terroristic violence" 
sweeping like a tornado across 
the nation. 
"The chief cause of the lack 


of security." said Musmanno, 
"is the soft attitude of the 


courts toward hardened crim. 
inals. I particularly deplore the 
almost brotherly treatment be. 
Ing given by the U.S. Supreme 
Court to murderers, rapists, 
robbers and Communists." 


Kennedy was in Philadelphia 


April 2, 17 days after he decid- 
ed to seek the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination. He spoke at 
the party's fund-raising dinner 
and warmly praised Philadel. 
phla as the city which was re- 
sponsible for his assassinated 
brother, John F. Kennedy, win- 
ning Pennsylvania's electoral 
votes in 1960. 


The day before Kennedy cam.

LBJ Appoints Negro Judge 
To Group Probing Violence 


PHILADELPHIA (AP)—U.S. 


Dist. Judge A. Leon Higginbot- 
ham Jr., 
one of a handful 


of "distinguished Americans" 
named by President Johnson to 
investigate violence in the na- 
tion, was the first Negro ever 
appointedtoa commission-level 
post hi a federal government 
regulatory agency. 


The former member of the 


Federal Trade Commission told 
the Associated Press moments 
after the President announced 
his appointment in a nationwide 
television-radio speech: 


"The president called me this 


evening and asked me if I would 
serve on this commission. I 
told him I was pleased. This is 
an important issue and an im. 
portant responsibility." 


Higginbotham, 40, said the 


President "gave no reason" for 
choosing him, but the judge has 
served on a number of federal 
commissions and advisory bod- 
ies, including the 1964 White 
House Commission "To Fulfill 
These Rights." 


Asked whether he already had 


formed any opinions on what 
Johnson called the "tragic 
phenomena" of violence, Hig. 
ginbotham said: "Obviously it 
is an important matter and ob- 
viously I don't think problems 


are 
solved through violence. 


That is the limit of what I want 
to say about it tonight. 


The judge said the president 


told him the commission would 
be served by a professional staff 
on the pattern of the recent Ad- 
visory Commission on Civil Di- 
sorders. 


The staff, he said, would "do 


a substantial amount of the pre- 
liminary work" allowing com- 
mission members "to give sub- 
stantial time to the commission 
without abdicating 
work at 


home." 


Higginbotham became t h e 


first Negro ever appointed to a 
commission-level post in a fed. 
era! regulatory body in 1962 
when the late President John F.

Junior Chamber of Commerce 
named him as one of the Ten 
Outstanding Young Men in Am-

He was appointed to the fed-

has 12 children in its care and 
is staffed by three adults which 
currently appears to be suffic. 
lent. 


No children under school age 


are taken care of since Hoffman 
Home is designed primarily for 
school-age youngsters. 


Dr. Rice pointed out that the 


home is closely affiliated with 
the Child Welfare Service. 


The present dilemma facing 


officials, he said, is this type 
of institutional care as opposed 
to foster parents care—which 
Dr. Rice strongly pointed out 
is a better plan. The children 
thrive under "family type at- 
mosphere" better than under 
institutional upbringing. 


Present buildings are greatly 


in need of repair and remodel, 
ing and the major problem is 
whether to proceed with new 
buildings or to explore more 
fully the foster parent idea. 


Despite growth in population. 


the number of children living at 
Hoffman Home has, over the 
years, gradually been reduced 
to an average of six to seven

showing aces in response to a 
Blackwood four no trump bid 
was used by North to make 
South the declarer at six 
hearts, and preserve 
the 


partnership 
from 
a fatal 


assault on the opening lead. 


South opened the bidding 


with one spade and West 
made a preemptive jump 
overcall of three diamonds. 
His holding offers little in the 
way of defense and yet has 
c o n s i d e r a b l e 
playing 


strength. If partner has a few 
fitting values, the foundation 
for a profitable sacrifice may 
be uncovered. 


North's hand was worth 20 


points including high cards 
and distribution and he was 
convinced that the partner- 
ship was well within the slam 
range. He was quite con- 
vinced in fact, once South 
opened the bidding, that the 
winning of 12 tricks would be 
routine. The only question in 
North's mind was whether 
the opposition was in position 
to defeat the slam by taking 
the first two tricks 


From the bidding, it was 


clear that West's strength 
was 
concentrated in dia- 


monds. South was marked 
with at least two aces to 
warrant his opening bid, and 
in all probability—he also had 
something in spades. His 
diamond holding then was the 
key to the slam. North feared 
that if he became the de- 
clarer 
at 
six hearts, 
a 


diamond lead thru Smith's 
holding would prove fatal if 
the latter did not have the 
ace. 


If North were to make 


himself the dummy, however, 
the slam 
would be safe 


provided that South held as 
much as the king in the 
diamond suit. With "West on 
lead, the opposition could be 
limited to one trick. 


North was w i l l i n g to 


gamble that his partner had 
one of the diamond controls. 
He, therefore, bid four no 
trump asking for aces When 
South made the expected 
response of five hearts, show- 
ing two aces, North pro- 
ceeded to slam in the same 
suit. 
South 
was 
a little 


surprised at the prospect of 
becoming 
the declarer 


when he only had three 
hearts, but he felt obliged to 
rely on his partner's judg- 
ment and he accordingly 
passed. 


The slam proved to be a 


laydown, for West could do no 
better than cash his ace of 
diamonds. If North is the 
declarer, it may be observed 
that a diamond lead would 
have defeated the slam.

A COOL ALLERGY 


Air conditioners and kindred devices create allergic 


symptoms in many people. These individuals are thought 
to be sensitive to an obscure pollen or strange dust be- 
cause skin tests are negative and there is no obvious 
cause. 
Upon careful questioning concerning everyday 


exposures at home or at work, the air conditioner enters 
the picture. Their allergy is on a physical (cold) basis. 


Dr. Louis J. Noun of Des Moines told of a woman who 


developed a disabling cough. Wheezing and shortness of 
breath started in the spring of each year and continued 
throughout the summer and fall. Discomfort was pres- 
ent day and night and with each succeeding year became 
more severe. The attacks promptly subsided with the 
advent of cold weather. 


This woman had a made-to-order problem for an aller- 


gist, because her symptoms were seasonal and compati- 
ble with an allergy to pollens or molds.

New Jersey cardiologist said 
Wednesday the money spent for 
one heart transplant could pro- 
vide preventive therapy for 
hundreds of heart patients. 


Dr. Burton M. Cohen, associ. 


ate professor of clinical medi. 
cine, New Jersey College of 
Medicine, said a heart trans, 
plant costs about $50,000. That 
amount would provide drugs to 
Jielp control atherosclerosis for 
547 patients for a year, he said. 
pr. Cohen was one of the first 


pioneer experimenters with dex. 
throthyroxine — a drug he says 
f 


has impeded development of 
atherosclerosis, known as hard, 
eningof the arteries. Untreated 
atherosclerosis can lead to such 
serious deterioration of the 
heart that transplantation may 
be the only recourse, he said. 


Another new drug used to 


treat chronic heart disease is 
clofibrate, he said. 


At a heart symposium spon- 


sored by Hahnemann Medical 
College and Hospital, Cohen 
said he had been treating 53 
heart patients with dextrothyro. 
xlne for more than eight years. 
More than 40 others have been 


maintained on the drug for at 
least two years. During the ex. 
periment, only six patients died 
of chronic heart disease— about 
half the normal expected rate 
for such a group, he said. 


He said the average reduction 


of cholesterol was 34.1 per cent. 
Cholesterol is a waxy substance 
in the blood that leads to hard, 
ening and clogging of the ar. 
teries.

turned from Navy service to 
graduate from Harvard in 1948 
and from the University of Vir- 
ginia law school in 1951. He soon 
went to work as a Justice De- 
partment lawyer specializing in 
graft and tax cases. 


After managing his brother's 


1952 Senate campaign, he joined 
the staff of the investigating 
subcommittee headed by Sen. 
Joseph R. McCarthy, R-Wis. 
who charged Communist infil- 
trationof the State Department. 
He quit six months later during 
the height of the furor over the 
Army-McCarthy hearings. Then 
rejoined the staff when Demo- 
cratic members ended their 
boycott of the hearings. 


A few years later, he gamed 


national prominence as chief 


counsel for a Senate committee 
investigating corruption in the 
Teamsters union. It was during 
this period that union boss 
James R. Hoffa called Kennedy 
"ruthless," a word his critics 
used again and again in later 
years. 


In 1960, Kennedy directed the 


campaign that made his brother 
president. He became known as 
his brother's "no" man, han- 
dling unpleasant tasks and 
drawing criticism away from 
the candidate. 


As attorney general, he was 


considered the second most 
powerful man in Washington. 
He was at his brother's side 
through the Bay of Pigs fiasco 
and the Cuban missile crisis. 


After the Dallas assassina- 


tion, Kennedy moved from Mas. 
sachusetts to New York and, 
amid cries of "carpetbagger," 
was elected to the Senate where 
he pushed for social legislation 
and became a leading critic of 
President Johnson's Vietnam 
policy. 


He stayed out of the current 


presidential race until after Sen. 
Eugene J. McCarthy's strong 
showing In the March 12 New 
Hampshire primary. 


"Irun to seek new policies," 


he said as he announced his 
candidacy. "I run because it is 
now unmistakably clear that we 
can change these disastrous, di- 
visive policies only by changing 
the men who make them ... I 
cannot stand aside from the 
contest that will decide our na- 
tion's future." 
" 


With his wife Ethel and some 


• of his 10 children at his side, the 
42-year.old 
Kennedy entered 


and won presidential primaries 
in Indiana and Nebraska. 


Then came defeat in the Ore- 


gon primary—the first time a 
Kennedy had lost an election. 
But Kennedy plunged on, and 
won Tuesday, in South Dakota 
and California. 


"On to Chicago," he told his 


cheering supporters in the Los 
Angeles hotel early Wednesday. 


Outcome May Be Tragic 
If Senator Survives 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 


grim possibility that Sen. Rob- 
ert F. Kennedy might face an 
indefinite life of limited useful- 
ness if he survives an assassin's 
bullet emerged Wednesday after 
first reports on the extent of 
brain damage. 


Dr. John D. French, director 


of the Brain Research Institute 
at the University of California 
at Los Angeles, said in an inter, 
view that reports of injury to 
the central part of the brain 
raised grave doubts about Ken. 
nedy's recovery. 


In New York, Dr. Lawrence 
Pool, Columbia Presbyterian 
Medical Center neurosurgeon, 
said Dr. Henry Cuneo, one of 
the men who operated on Ken- 
nedy, had authorized him to 
give this version of the Injury: 


"There was evidently serious 


damage to the cerebellum, the 
part of the brain on the extreme 
back of the head, on the right 
side; also to part of the right 
cerebral hemisphere, and also 
to the mid-brain, which is the 
main cable connecting the brain 
Itself with all the rest of the 
body. 


"This mld-braln deals with 


not only the function of motion 
in the arms and legs and sensa- 
tion to the body but also with 
eye movements and even the 
life function Itself, such as blood 
pressure, breathing, heart rate. 


"So It's a very critical area, 


and this was injured, and this Is 
why I fear—as Dr. Cuneo indi- 
cated—the outcome may be ex. 
tremelv traffic." 


Dr. Pool said he was greatly 


fearful of the outcome, both in 
terms of Kennedy surviving and 
being in normal condition if he 
does survive. 


Dr. French, also a neurosur- 


geon, said "if the central core, 
or brain stem, is damaged se- 
verely the outlook may be worse 
than if almost any other part of 
the brain were injured. 


"Investigations at the insti- 


tute have shown that this area 
is related to behavioral re. 
sponses such as arousal from 
sleep and the skill with which 
we use our hands and feet," Dr. 
French said. 


"Persons so injured have 


been known to live indefinitely 
without ever recovering useful, 
ness—they become nobodies." 


Dr. French said it would be a 


long time— days or even weeks 
— "before physicians can even 
guess whether Senator Kennedy 
will be able to continue his cam- 
paign." 


Dr. French emphasized he 


had no direct word on the extent 
of damage but was talking only 
on the basis of news reports. 


The brain stem, also called 


the mid-brain, Is a tubular 
structure about three inches 
long and an Inch In diameter 
which connects the spinal cord 
with the two main parts of the 
brain, the cerebrum and the 
cerebellum.

Hubert H. Humphrey, driving 
toward the nomination aided by 
party regulars who had backed 
President Johnson.

bassador Hotel. Then he turned 
into a kitchen corridor as he left 
the ballroom, and was felled by 
gunfire.

Scattered Members of Clan 
Are Slow to Learn of Tragedy 


N-EW YORK (AP) — In the 


big old white house on Cape 
Cod, a sick old man was allowed 
to sleep through the night. He 
could be told in the morning, 
when there was more definite 
news. 


In London, it was 8:30 in the 


morning, and a princess and her 
prince were just getting up 
when a telephone call from 
America told them the news. 


They at once put in a call to 


the beautiful young widow in 
New York. She was asleep. 
When they asked her for news, 
she thought they were talking 
about the election returns. 


In Paris, a new ambassador 


was on his way to his office, and 
learned the news only when he 
reached the embassy.
